M. De Staal, the Russian ambassador to 
Great Britain and head of the Russian del- 
egation, informally assuming the presi 
dency of the conference, said his first duty 
was to express to M. DeBeaufort his sin- 
cere gratitude for the noble terms in which 
te referred to his august master, adding 
his majasty Would he de®ply touched as well 
as by the spontaneity by which the high 
assemblage had associated itself there- 
with.. 

After making his address, M. De Staal, 
jn behalf of the conference, telegraphed to 
the queen of the Netherlands as follows: 


“The members of this conference assem- 
bled for the first time in the beautiful 
Huis Ten Bosch, hasten to lay at the feet 
of your majesty their best wishes, praying 
you to accept their homage and gratitude 
for the hospitality you have so graciously 
deigned to offer them.’’ 


The reading of the message was warmly 
applauded. Mr. DeBeaufort was appointed 
honorary president and the leading Dutch 
delegate, A. P. C. Vanekarnobeck, former 
minister of foreign affairs and deputy was 
appointed vice president. 

After the appuvintment of nine secretaries, 
M. De Staal’s proposa! that the sessions 
be secret, was adopted. 

The next session will take place on Sat- 
urday, when the delegates will arrange a 
Programme and appoint committees. 

The conference then adjourned.

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M’KINLUEY’S VISIT ENDS TODAY. 


President Will Return to Washington 
Through the Valley. 

Hot Springs, Va., May 18.—The president's 
visit here will close tomorrow night. He 
will return to Washington by eircuitous 
reute. Leaving Hot Springs at 10:30 p. m., 
the train will run over the Chesapeake and 
Ohio to Staunton, Va., where the Burling- 
ton and Ohio tracks will be taken into the 
Shenandoah Valley. 

It is the intention to run the train slowly 
through this section, without stops, how- 
ever, in order that the party may see the 
battlefields of Winchester and Cedar Creek, 
points of interest to the president in con- 
nection with his war service. The main 
line of the Burlingten and Ohio will be 
reached at Harper’s Ferry. and thence over 
it to Washington, the train reaching the 
capital in the evening.

| DEFENDS HERSELF BRAVELY. 


GIRL SHOOTS A NEGRO WHO AS- 
SAULTS HER. 


Her Brother, Coming to the Rescue, 
Has Desperate Fight with the 
Wounded Outlaw. 


Mobile, Ala., May 18.—On Wednesday, near 
the twelve mile post on tle St. Stephens 
and Deer Park road, in Washington county, 
while a young woman, Theresa Thompson, 
was dipping turpentine with a younger 
brother, a negro named Tom Murphy, who 
was in hiding, took advantage of the boy's 
temporary visit to the spring nearby and 
attempted to assault the girl. He had a 
pistol and threatened her with death. 

A struggle ensued and he laid the pistol 
down in crder to overpower her, she being 
well bullt and strong. fhe seized the pistol 
and shot the negro twice. An elder brother 
who was working at some distance heard 
the shots and the girl's screams. 

The negro took the pistol from the girl 
and a fight ensued hetween the white man 
and the negro, the former armed with a 
hatchet used tn cutting for turpentine. He 
slashed the negro and the negro shot him. 

Both fell and the negro crawled away a 
short distance and died of the pistol 
wounds. Thompson js reported in a bad 
fix. 


GIRL FOUND GAGGED AND BOUND 


Teacher in a Nebraska- School Has 
Thrilling Experience. 

Lincoln, Neb., May 18.—Miss Lethe E. 
Watson, teacher of elocution in Gotner unit- 
versity, was found by students late last 
night bound, gagged and unconscious in a 
room of the untversity building. 

Gotner is the seat of the Christian church 
denominational college, six miles from Lin- 
co]n. According to the story of Miss Wat- 
son, she was alone Jn a class room on the 
fourth floor of the building and overheard 
two men plotting to burn the university. 
She surprised them, when they knocked her 
down and bound and gagged and locked 
her in a room. She was not badly injured. 
No arrests have been made. 


EXECUTION AT CHARLOTTE, N. C. 


Joe Jackson Hanged for Assault on 
Miss Minnie Brown. 
Charlotte, N. C., May 18.—(Special.)—Joe 
Jackson, who was convicted of criminal 
assault on Miss Minnie Brown, a young 
white girl of the Croft neighborhood, in 
this county, was hanged in the county jail 
here this morning. He was a mulatto, 
twenty-three years old, and was convicted 
largely on circumstantial evidence, though 
he was positively identified Dy the victim as 
ner assal.ant. He protested his innocence 
to the last, saying that they were hanging 
an innocent man and that some day God 
would see justice done. Just before the 
black cap was adjusted he sang the old 
negro revival song, ‘‘The Lord Will Some- 


time or Other Provide.” 
The drop fel! at 11:19 o'clock, and twelve 
minutes later life was declared extinct. 


HE KILLS IMPUDENT NEGRO. 


Retired Merchant Shoots Servant Who 


Was Advancing on Him. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 18.—David I. Field, a 
retired capitalist, shot and killed Robert 
W. Stratford, his negro man of all work, 
in the vestibule of his handsome residence 
tonight. The shooting was the result of 
Stratford attempting to assault: his em- 
ployer, who had just discharged him for 
neglecting ‘his work. He ordered the negro 
away, but the latter grew angry and ad- 
vanced on his employer, who shot him dead. 
Mr. Field at once surrendered himself to 
tlle police and wag taken into custody. 
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ARREST PROMINENT PHYSICIAN. 
Charged That He Performei Operation 
That Caused Miss Tissereau’s Death. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 18.—(Special.)—The 
coroner’s jury returned a verdict today in 
the case of Miss Maude Tissereau’s death, 
charging Dr. George C. Mathews with per- 
forming an operation that caused the girl 
to die. A warrant was promptly served on 
Dr. Mathews, who gave a bond in the sum 
of $5,000 for his appearance this afternoon 
in Justice E. E. Willard’s-court for a pre- 
liminary trial. The verdict of the coroner's 
jury- was based entirely on the report of 
the three physicians who performed the 
autopsy on Monday, which was to the effect 
that the operation performed by Dr. 
‘Wathews caused Miss Tissereau’s death, 


RECRUITING OFFICER GOES WEST 


New Men for the Navy Being Hunted 
by the Department. 


Washington, May 18.—Secretary of the 
Navy Long is deeply interested in the re- 
sult of an experiment which is to be made 
under the direction of Captain John M. 
Hawley, for the enlistment of 300 or 3H) 
men in the middle west and west. It is 
believed western enlistments will quicken 
that section's interest in the navy. 

Many inquiries have been received by 
the department from the west by young 
men of adventurous spirit who would like 
to join the navy but who cannot afford 
the expense ‘of traveling to New York or 
Boston with the chance of rejection after 
their arrival. It is proposed, therefore, 
to send a recruiting officer through the 
west next month to gather in 300 or 350 re- 
eruits. Only bright and promising Amer- 
ican citizens between the ages of eighteen 
and twenty-five will be taken. They must 
be able to read and write. 


CAN GIVE AWAY OLD CANNON. 


Secretary of War Has Right To Present 
Captured Guns. 
Washington, May 18.—The secretary of 
war has secured from Judge Advocate Gen- 
éral Lieber an opinion confirming his 
right to loan or give to municipalities, 
Crand Army of the Republic posts and 
other patriotic organizations such of the 
cannon captured from the Spaniards in 
Cuba and Porto Rico as are unservice- 
able. ‘Today the first of the guns which 
are in possession of the army were be- 
stowed upon the military post at Fort 
Tnomas, Ky. They are two beautiful 
bronze pieces of antique pattern, made 
in Barcelona in 1778 and 1/69,

OTIS WILL NAME 
TERMS OF PEACE 


Surender of Insurgent Forces 
Maj Be Decided Today, 


WAR 1S CONSIDERED OVER 


Apulnaldo's Commissioners Will Now 
‘Confer with Americans, 


NO FAVORS ARE TO BE SHOWN THEM 


Washington Officials Are Satisfied 
That Nothing Will Be Promised 
Until Arms Have _ Been 
Given Up and Forces 
Scattered. 


Washington, May 18.—War department of- 
ficials are firmly convineed that the end of 
the insurrection in the Philippines is at 
hand, and that the representatives of the 
insurgent cabinet and of Aguinaldo who are 
to meet General Otis tomorrow will suc- 
cumb to the inevitable and surrender. Their 
forces, it is sai@ at the department‘, are 
evidently sa utterly demoralized by the per- 
sistent advances of the Americans that they 
are ready to accept peace on the best terms 
they can obtain. Driven northward to the 
foot hills of the mountains, as they have 
been, thetr fleeing and scattered forces, dis- 
integrated and disheartened, no longer can 
be made to face our victorious acvance. 

Less than a week ago General Luna was 
reported just north of San Fernanio, where 
General MaecArthur’s troops are concen- 
trated, andinthe neighborhood of Baclor, 
with -about 9,000 rebels. Today Gereral 
Otis reports that the remnant of ihis force, 
about 2,500 men, have withdrawn 19 “Ta:lae, 
over twenty miles north of San }ernando. 
It is probable that the remainder of this 
force moved east and joined the main body 
of the insurgents which abanjloned Sen 
Isidro yesterday and fled northward to the 
point from which Aguinaldo ‘s now gcenc- 
ing his commissioners to sue for peace. If 
this is a ruse to gain time, which none of 
the officials at the war department believe, 
it will avail them nothing, as ghe Americans 
will utilize the period dwring the negctia- 
tions in reconnoitering the country ahead 
of them, preparatory to the resumption of 
operations the minute thé Wegotiations fall. 

The dispatch of two battalions of the 
Twenty-third infantr yyesterday to Jolo, the 
principal town in the Sulu “archipelago, is 
the fourth military expedition detached 
from the main body of our troops at Mani- 
la. The Sulu archipelago is a group of 1/4 
small islands extending in the form of a 
crescent like the Aleutianislands south of 
the Phillppines. There are no insurgents as 
far as known in the Sulu group. The popula- 
tion of the islands consists of aborigines, 
Chinese traders and negroes. 

There fs no absolute information at the 
war department concerning the present 
strength of the American forces wnder 
MacArthur, Lawton ang Kobbe, which have 
been operating against the insurgencs north 
of Manila. The number of men, !f each or- 
ganization were up to its max'’mtum 
strength, would be 16,500, but it is dovbtful 
if their strength totals 11,000 men. Mac- 
Arthur’s troops, except one regiment, are 
volunteers. All of Kobbe’s men are regu- 
lars, recently arrived. Three of the six regt- 
ments under Lawton also are 
There is one radical difference between the 
volunteer and regular org2inizations. Losses 
in the former are permanent, whi's the 
gaps in the ranks of the regulars are being 
constantly filled by new recruits. lit is es- 
timated that MacArthur now has aout 
4,000 men for active service; J.awton sbout 
5,000 and Kobbe 1,800.

FILIPINOS REACH AMERICANS. 


Commissioners Are Now 
with General Otis. 

Manila, May 19, 10 a. m.—Philippine com- 
missioners to confer with the American 
commission regarding surrender arrived last 
night at Gan Isidro and are coming to 
Manila today. 

The people of Manila are confident that 
the insurrection is ending.

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AGUINALDO HAS LOST PRESTIGE. 


Insurgent Forces Are Disheartened and 
Willing To Give Up. 

Mantia, May 18.—Two Spanish prisoners 
who have just arrived here from Nueva 
Ecika, say -Aguinaldo has lost prestige with 
the rebel army, which is described as being 
completely demoralized, short of food, suf- 
fering from diseases, afraid of the Amert- 
cans and -rapidly dissolving into armed 
bands of pillagers. 

The prisoners add that Generals Pilar and 
Luna are the only influential Filipinos who 
are continuing resistance to the Ameri- 
cans. 

Aguinaldo’s persona] retinue was recently 
relieved of its baggage and money, white 
on the way from San Isidro to Cebanalon, 
by marauders. The Chinese are being vic- 
timized everywhere by both rebels and loo- 
ters. 

Buercamino, a prominent Filipino leader, 
who was friendly to Spain, and joined fn 
the compromise arrangement whereby the 
Spaniards hoped to concillate the rebe! 
leaders without sacrificing too much, is re- 
ported as saying Aguinaldo sits indoors 
crying, and blames himself for the misera- 
ble condftion of the country and is afraid to 
surrender.

MORTGAGE FOR FIVE MILLIONS 


Filed by the Central Trust Company 
for Atlantic, Valdosta and Western. 
Jacksonville, Fla., May 18.—(Special.)— 

An important transaction, involving prob- 
ably the largest sum of money ever Trée- 
corded on one paper in Duval county, was 
filed for record in the county clerk’s office. 
It was a first mortgage deed of the At- 
lantic, Valdosta and Western railroad to 
the Central Trust Company for the sum 
6? $5,000,000. The mortgage was executed 
for the purpose of taking the outstand- 
ing bonded indebtedness, Which amounts to 
$711,000, on a basis of $10,000 per mile for 
the 71.1 miles already constructed; to pro- 
vide for the further extension of the road; 
for the construction of branches and to 
purchase extension terminal property in 
and near the city of Jacksonville; also to 
purchase additional rolling stock, The road 
will be extended to Albany, Ga., as a con- 
sequence of the execution of the mortgage, 
making a total main line of 180 miles from 
this city and making valuabie connections 
at that thriving railroad center besides the 
extensive purchases of property at Talley- 
rand; the purchase of other property in the 
city on the St. Johns river here and the 
necessary expenditure consequent on mak- 
ing connection with the terminal passenger 
depots are mentioned. It is already Known 
that options have been secured for valu- 
able water front privileges and it is be- 
lHeved that the contracts for the same will 
now be elosed.

Affront to American Flag in Brazil 


Not -. Serious Incident. 

Washington, May 18.—The difficulty which 
arose at Manaos, Brazil, last April on the 
occasion of the visit to that place of the 
United States steamer Wilmington, which 
was on a voyage of exploration of the Am- 
azon, is reported to be trifling. in char- 
acter. The facts are briefly stated in 
a report to the navy department from Cap- 
tain Todd, of the ‘Wilmington, and are be- 
ing further inquired into. 

When it became known that Captain Todd 
proposed going further up the river than 
Manaos, the supposed head of deep navi- 
gation, there was a decided reluctance 
on the part of the Manaos officials to al- 
lowing him to proceed. He went up the 
river 1,000 miles, however, without securing 
the necessary papers from the Brazillian 
government, though these were received 
at Manaos before his return. 

During his absence and also the absence 
of Mr. Redman, the United States consular 
agent at 'Manaos, some disorderly persogs 
attacked the agency as well as the place 
of business of a firm that had acted in se- 
curing pilots for the Wilmington, but there 
was no substantial damage.

BAD DAY FOR THE BARBAROSSA. 


Steamer on Fire Runs Into a Boat, 
Causing Two Barges To Sink. 

New York, May 18.—The North German 
Lloyd steamship Barbarossa, which sailed 
for Southampton and Bremen at ll o’clock 
this morning, was discovered on fire while 
she was pussing Sandy Hook two hours 
later and put back to port. The fire was 
in the forward hold. The Barbarossa 
fought the fire with steam and water, and 
with the aid of the wrecking tugs and fire 
boats drowned it oft two hours later while 
lying at quarjftine,

This is the claim of the owners of the 
British ship Nickerson, which sailed from 
Kingston, Jamaica, with a cargo of food 
Supplies for Cuban ports just before the 
blockade was declared.

BROOKE GOES BEYOND ORDERS. 


President Instructed That Cuban Arms 
Should Be Given to Americans. 
Washington, May 19.—General Brooke was 
instructed by the president to insist that 
the arms of the Cubans be turned over to 
the officers of the United States army. In- 
stead, General Brooke agreed with General 
Gomez that the arms shall be surrendered 

to the mayors of the Cuban cities. 

Genera} Corbin left for Hot Springs to- 
night to learn from the president whether 
Or not he will insist upon his original or- 
ders to General Brooke being carried out. 

Officials of the war department regard 
General Brooke's disregard of the presi- 
dent’s implicit instructions as a moral vic- 
tory for General Gomez and the dissatisfied 
Cubans. 

Secretary Alger is highly indignant over 
General Brooke's surprising disregard of 
the president's strict orders. He tonight 
telegraphed to the president full details. 

It is generally conceded that these devet- 
opments in Cuba will greatly delay the dis- 
tribution of the $3,000,000 to the CuLan 
army.

ILABOR TROUBLES IN 


BUFFALO INCREASE 


Grain Shevelers Have Repudiated the 
Werk of Bishop Quigley. 


THEY REFUSE TO GO TO WORK 


Three Thousand Strikers Hold a Mon- 
ster Mass Meeting.

Eutire Commerce of the Lakes Is in 
Danger of Being Permanently 
Crippled by the Strike. 
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suffalo, N. Y¥., May 18.—The  puossibility 
of an early settlement of the dock strike 
was removed this afternoon, and tonight 
the end of the trouble is apparently far- 
ther off than ever before. 7 

The grain shovelers once more have de- 
clared their intention of refusing to return 
to work until the contract between the 
Lake Carriers’ Association and Mr. Con- 
ners is abrogated. 

Yesterday Blshop Quigley advised the 
men to accept the terms offered by Con- 
tractor Conners and to hold themselves 
in readiness to go to work when he gave 
the word. The bishop also warned them to 
hold no more meetings. Today St. Bridget's 
hall ,the quarters of the strikers, which 1s 
owned by the Catholic church, was closed 
and locked by order of the bishop. This 
afternoon, notwithstanding the fact that 
at least 80 per cent of the strikers are of 
the Roman Catholic religion, a large num- 
ber of the grain shovelers publicly repu- 
diated the bishop, refused to accept his 
advice and removed their quarters to Fill- 
more hall. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock this afternoon over 
1,000 grain shovelers formed in line on 
front of St. Bridget’s hall and marched 
to Fillmore hall, where they were joined 
by 2,000 striking freight handlers and 
other sympathizers, and President McMa- 
hon, of the union, was summoned. When 
McMahon appeared the men voted unani- 
mously to refuse to work while Mr. Con- 
ners holds the contract, and a committee 
was appointed to re-open direct negotia- 
tions with the Lake Capriers’ Association. 

Rasolutions were adopted discharging 
the committee that has been acting in con- 
junction with Bishop Quigley, expressing 
confidence in President McMahon and re- 
fusing to pay any attention whatever for 
any call for a meeting issued by the bishop. 

Information was received today from an 
authoritative source that the elevator men 
and others who have valuable interests of 
the docks propose to secure men from out 
of town to take the places of the strikers. 

The action of the strikers today, they 
say, makes it necessary to adopt some 
measures other than negotiations in order 
to bring about a resumption of business 
here. 

The public investigation now being held 
by the state board of mediation and ar- 
bitration brought out the fact this after- 
noon that not only the port of Buffalo, but 
the entire commerce of the lakes, is in 
danger of being permanently crippled by 
the strike. 

The association of lake Lnes, Bishop 
Quigley and the Freight Handlers’ Union 
committee held a confer@fce at 11:30 a. m. 
today and discussed the terms of the strike 
agreement. The line managers declined 
to discuss the abolition of the contract 
system for this season; also the wage 
schedule on account of present contracts, 
but took wp a new matter, presented by 
the strikers, namely, the discharge of ob- 
jectionable bosses. This matter caused 
delay, and the conference was adjourned 
until Friday. 

All the members of the Firemen’s Union 
in port struck at noon. 

It was stated that as other firemen ar- 
rived on their boats they would join in 
the strike. 

At 11:30 tonight President McMahon, of 
the Grain Shovelers’ Tnion, while testify- 
ing at the public investigatfon, stated that 
in his opinion, if a clause had been placed 
in the agreement between the Lake Car- 
riers’ Association and the men, protecting 
the men against possible discrimination 
in the future, they would go to work. 

Attorney Hoyt, representing Contractor 
Connors, immediately agreed to the inser- 
tion of such a clause. 

Mr. McMahon agreed to call a meeting of 
the union at 9 o'clock in the morning, lay 
the proposition before the men and report 
the action taken by them before noon. 
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SYMPATHY IS WITH STRIKERS. 


Street Cars in Wheeling Run All Day 
Empty. 

Wheeling, W. Va., May 18.—One of the 

most peculiar strikes probably ever contest- 

ed in the United States has been in prog- 


ress for five weeks on the Wheeling street 
railway line. 

The remarkable feature of the contest is 
the unanimity of the support of the strik- 
er by the population of Wheeling and the 
rounding towns. The men _ struck for 
20 cents an hour, with nine hours a day’s 
work. 

All the cars are in operation,.and the 
company is not havifig any trouble to run 
them. It is estimated, however, that not 
over five persons ride on the entire system 
during the day. Bus lines run by the 
strikers are largely patronized,

TERMS OF PEACE

and that the forces of insurgents are scat- 
tering in the mountains, Following is Gen- 
eral Otis’s cablegram: 

‘“‘Manila, May 18.—Adjutant General, 
Washington.—Representatives of insurgent 
cabinet and Aguinaldo in mountains, twelve 
miles north of San Isidro, which was aban- 
doned 15th, will send in commission to- 
morrow to seek terms of peace. eg of 
force confronting MacArthur at Sun Ffer- 
nando has retired to Tarlae, tearing up 
two miles railway; this force has decreased 
to about twenty-five hundred. Scouting 
parties and detachments moving today in 
various directions. Kobbe with column at 
Candava, on Rio Grande. Great majority of 
inhabitants of provinces over which troops 
have moved anxious for peace, supported 
by members of insurgent cabinet. Aspect of 
affairs at present favorable. TIS.”’ 

The dispatch of General Ot!s was imme- 
diately sent to the president at Hot Springs. 
Secretary Alger said that the situation was 
most encouraging and that it was apparent 
that the Filipinos realized the strength of 
the United States and saw that resistance 
would mean extermination for them if they 
persisted in defying authority. 

Speaking of the part taken by the volun- 
teers in the Philippine campaign the secre- 
tary says that instead of wishing to be 
home they would not have missed it, as it 
was an event in their lives, especially as 
the hard fighting has been crowned with 
success. The secretary believes that the 
commission which Aguiraldo is. sending 
to General Otis will accept any terms pro- 
posed by the United Stattes. It is not likely 
that General Otis will permit himself to be 
deceived by the overtures of the insurgents, 
or that he will give consideration to any 
propositions which the present commission 
may submit that are not sincere and final 
beyond question. It is not clear to the 
officials what concessions Aguinaldo expects 
to receive, inasmuch as General Otis, with 
the full approval of the president and his 
cabinet, has repeatedly declared that he 
will consider nothing but the unconditional 
surrender of the insurgents as a necessary 
preliminary to any negotiations far a ces- 
sation of hostilities. It is possible that the 
wily insurgent leader believed that he may 
make terms for the special benefit of him- 
self and his cabinet and it is even possible 
that he has an idea that the United States 
may be willing to reimburse him liberally 
for the surrender of his army. It is sug- 
gested that Aguinaldo is merely looking 
cut for his own interests in this matter, 
now that the Filipino cause is lost, and will 
demand saife conduct out of the Philippine 
islands for himself and a few of his chosen 
friends, together with sufficient money to 
enable them to live in exile for a reasonable 
period.

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POSTMEN IN PARIS | 


NOW GOON STRIKE 
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Letter Carriers Quit Work Because They 
Want Better Pay. 


NO MAIL IS DELIVERED 


Strikers Refuse To Return To Work 
When Ordered To Do So. 
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ATTACK >A POST WAGON 


THEY 


Encounter Between the Idlers and 
Police Results in Several Per- 
sons Eeing Hurt. 


Paris, May 18.—The enfire force of post- 
men in Paris went out on a strike here 
this morning, owing to the failure in the 
senate of a bill passed by the chamber of 
deputies to increase the carriers’ wages. 
The whole postal service of the city wus 
tied up, 3,000 men being idle and no mail 
even reaching the foreign ercbassies, 

M. Mougeot ordered the postmen to in- 
stantly return to work under pain of dis- 
m’ssal, but the strikers refused to do so 
and attacked a post ‘wagon manned by 
repubiican guards, which was emerging 
from the postoffice yar’. The police beat 
the strikers off after a fight, in which 
several policemen were hurt. A number of 
strikers were arrested. 

In the chamber of deputies today there 
was great animation. Several of the mem- 
bers questioned the government on the 
question of the postoffice strike, pointing 
out the inconvenience Paris business circles 
were suffering. 

The minister of posts and telegraphs, 
who is also minister of commerce and in- 
dustry, M. DeLombre, replied saying the 
regular delivery would be resumed this 
evening, adding that the public service 
could not be allowed to lie at the mercy 
of a few officials nor could the latter be 
permitted to impose their will upon parlia- 
ment and the government. 

The premier, M. Dupuy, said the state 
of the employees was not such as to allow 
of them going on strike, and if the post- 
men did not resume work they would be 
replaced by others. The government, the 
premier declared, would yield to no such 
intimidation. 

A vote of confidence tn the government 
was passed—383 to 112—the socialist minor- 
ity in the meantime shouting and cheering 
for a general strike. 

M. Mougeot and the Paris prefect of po- 
lice have issued a circular to the postmen 
individually, announcing that all who fail 
to resume duty tomorrow morning vill be 
irrevocably dismissed. vice

An Anecdote of Stephens. 


From The Dadeville, Ala., Herald. 

John C. Reed, in Sunday’s Constitution, 
gives us three columns of his recollections 
of Hon. A. H. Stephens. He left out one 
very important occurrence that took place 
in Atlanta a short while before the civil 
war. This writer was present. Mr. Steph- 
ens spoke to a large crowd at night, in 
what was then a new unfinished brick ware- 
house, located south of the union depot. 
There was a large workbench against the 
south wall, upon which Mr. Stephens stood 
and delivered his speech. Immediately in 
front of him, near the north wall, was a 
large camphene lamp, which furnished all 
the light for the occasion, which was, by the 
way, a sufficiency. Mr. Stephens, as every 
one knows, was a powerfu] union man, and 
he made use of some language like this: “I 
defy any intelligent man to look me square- 
ly in the face and tell me that their fire- 
eating doctrine is the proper thing.”

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Desperate Struggle of Davis and 
a Negro Who Boarded Car, 


REFUSED 10 PAY OR GET OFF 


Motorman Seized Negro and Attempted 
To Elect Him, 


SUCCEEDED AFTER A WARD SCUFFLE 


As Car Was on Return Trip Negro 
Fired on the Motorman with a 
Shotgun—Macon Merchant 
Filed Complaint with 
Commission, 


Constitutf{on Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 18.—A desperate attempt 
was made last night by an unknown negro 
to kill Motorman L, Davis, of the East 
Maton branch of the Consolidated electrio 
railway. As Motorman Davis's car 
bridge at the foot of 
negro, who t{s about 
eighteen years old, got on the rear plat- 
form of the car. After riding a short dis- 
tance Motorman Davis asked him for his 
fare. Tle said he had no money and did 
not propose to pay. Davis told him he 
had to pay or get off. The negro said he 
would do neither. There was no conductor 
or the car and Davis stopped the carand 
went to the rear platform to put the negro 
off. The drew his Knife and at- 
tempted to cut Davis. Davis then struck 
the negro on the head several times with 
his pistol, and in the scuffle the negro’s 
knife dropped on the ground and was lost 
in the dirt. The negro was finally put off 
near the residence of Mr. Ben L, Jones, in 
East Macon, and Motorman Davis contin- 
ved to run the car to the end of the line. 
When Davis was making the return trip 
about a half hour later the negro who had 
been put off the car fired a shotgun at 
Davis while car was near Fort hill 
and the load of No. § ‘shot struck the 
motorman on the side of the coat, but 
fortunately gone of the shot entered the 
body. It is supposed that the gun was an 
old one or was not very heavily charged. 
Several shot passed through the windows 
of the car, but fortunately struck none of 
tne passengers. Motorman Davie saw the 
fash of the gun as the negro fired at a 
distance of about forty feet from the car. 
The negro ran away after firing. It is 
thought the negro lives in the vicinity

where the shooting occurred, as he was 


put off the car not far frém there and 
had no gun when put off, and the evidently 
went to his home and got the gun and 
awaited the return of Motorman ‘Davis. 
The shooting occurred a short distance 
beyond the city limits. 

Charges Discrimination. 

A complaint has been filed with the state 
railroad commission by Mr. R. F. Smith, a 
Macon merchant, against the railroads. He 
charges unjust discrimination in the classi- 
fication of crockery, earthenware, etc., and 
in charging freight on these articles. Mr. 
Smith has been notified by the commission 
that the matter will be heard at an early 
date. It is said that crockery merchants in 
Atlanta and elsewhere have notified Mr. 
Smith that they will co-operate with him. 

In speaking of the complaint Mr. Smith 
Baid today: 

“Crockery is shf{pped four ways—that Is, 
in hogheads, crates, barrels and boxes, and 
that In hogsheads and crates ‘the roads 
charged fifth rate and shipped the goods re- 
leased, and that in barrels and boxes, a 


‘ 
first class rate was charged and the goods 


Were not released, or with the option of 
paying a second class rate and allowing the 
stuff to he released. 

“Now crockery in hogheads and in crates 
ls not only harder to handle than when 
packed in barrels and boxes,’ said Mr. 
Smith, “but the breakage is something aw- 
ful, it being often the case that I receive a 
crate weighing 1,000 pounds with $0 worth 
of stuff broken, and this combined with the 

eight rates which are now in vogue, 
makes {t impossible for me to realize any- 
thing but a loss from that lot of goods. 

“On the other hand, were these goods 
Bhipped in barrels or boxes the breakage 
Would be inconsiderable, and the labor of 
handling would likewise be materially les- 
sened, but this we merchants cannot afford 
to do, on account of the exorbitant freight 
Tates on goods shipped in barrels or boxes, 
and right here is where I intend to make 
My protest. 

“It appears that the roads should seek 
to protect its patrons as much as possible, 
ff it does not rebound to their detriment, 
but this is not the case, and the reason 
that they exact these rates is to coerce the 
Merchants into shipping in Larrels and 
boxes, in place of hogsheads and crates, 
therel-y getting the higher rate of freight, 
they knowing that shipments in the latter 
Vessels are always accompanied by a loss 
in breakage to such an extent as to force 
the merchants into the use of the barrels 
and boxes. hence the high rate on these.”

Short Sketch of Colonel J. W. Ander- 
son—Named for the Office. 
Covington, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel J. W. Anderson, of Covington, Ga., 
who has been named for the office of super- 
visor for census for the fifth congressional 
district, is a gentleman well known all over 
the state, having been in the newspaper 
business since 1865. Colonel Anderson was 
not an applicant for the place, consequent- 
ly the honor conferred on him was a very 
agreeable surprise. Colonel Anderson was 
born in old Franklin county, now Hart 
county, Georgia. His record as a confed- 
erate soldier was an enviable one. He 
enlisted in the first company that went to 
the front from Jonesboro, Ga., in May, 
1861, called the Benjamin infantry, of which

Colonel A. J, MeBride, now of Atlanta, was 
first lieutenant. The company went to 
Richmond as an independent company and 
was organized into the Tenth Georgia reg- 
ment. In February, 1868, Colonel Ander- 
son was attached to the non-commissioned 
staff of Lieutenant General Longstreet, of 
the first army corps, and served in this po- 
sition two years. He was captured on the 
retreat from Richmond and was a prisoner 
of war until June 9, 1865. After the close 
of the war he went to Raleigh, N. C., for 
a short while, then came to Covington, 
Ga., and assisted in starting The Georgia 
Ienterprise, a weekly paper which is st}]) 
in existence. After a connection of eight 
years with this paper, he sold his interest 
and went on the road for The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, where he remained one year, In 
the fall of 1874 Colonel Anderson began tie 
publication of The Covington Star, and is 
still the editor and proprietor of that pa- 
per.

Council of Palmetto Denies Statements 
Made Concerning an Exeursion.

NO FEAR OF EXCURSIONISTS 


Wild Threats cf Negroes Do Not Dis- 
turb People of Community. 


MAYOR ARNOLD IN THE CITY YESTERDAY 


In a Card to The Constitution, Coun- 
cil Pronounces Untrue Charges 
That Town Is Terrorized. 


Mayor Arnold, of Palmetto, Ga., called 
on Governor Candler yesterday morning 
for the purpose of notifying him of threats 
that have been made recently against the 
town by negroes in Atlanta and elsewhere 
who will pass through Palmetto on an ex- 
cursion Saturday night. 

The threats ere to the effect that the 
negroes will take advantage of their pres- 
ence in Palmetto to avenge the death cf the 
five men of their race who were shot in the 
town over a month ago. 

Little attention, according to Mayor Arn- 
old, has been given to the wild letters that 
have reached Palmetto telling what the ne- 
grees will do when they get to that pl1ce. 
He wished, however, to notify Govericr 
Candler of the threats, and this was cone 
at a shert conference between the two yes- 
terday morning. 

In regard to an article published in an 
afternoon paper of yesterday, in which an 
alleged account of the call made by Mayor 
Arnold on Governor Candler -is given, a 
meeting of the town council of Palmetio 
was held at that place last night, at wnich 
were present Mayor Arnold, Councilmen F, 
R. Smith, R. J. Mixon, Paul Teniston and 
D. L. Norris. The sense of the meeting, it 
was announced, was the condemnation of 
sersational stories which kept the commu- 
bity of Paimetto constantly before the pub- 
lic in the worse light. 

At the meeting the following statement 
was dictated for The Constitution: 

The article appearing in the afternoon 
paper stating that the governor had 
been appealed to for protection is incor- 
rect. Mayor Arnold only called on the 
governor today for the purpose of giv- , 
ing him facts of the situation here. J 

There is to be a negro excursion run 
through the town Saturday night and 
we have understood that threats have 
been made, but we are not alarmed, for 
we can defend the town. The only fear 
is that some reckless fellow might fire 
perhaps a single shot, which might 
cause the train to be wrecked and other 
shots to be fired. 

The mayor went to consult with the 
governor and advised that the railroad 
officials run the train in the day time 
instead of at night, not only on account 
of our alarm, but for the good of the 
excursionists. We know quite well that 
the governor did not have the power to 
stop the train and direct the schedule, 
but we desired that the mayor advise 
with the officials for the good of all 
concerned, for we do not care to have 
any more notoriety at this time. But 
since the threats have been made; we 
propose to be prudent and to protect 
ourselves, and we are ready for any 
emergency, The statement that we have 
been living in a reign of terror for the 
past month did us an injustice, and we 
are not afraid, as would be inferred 
from the article. 

We have no objection to the excur- 
sionists passing through the .town if 
they behave themsélves. Peace and quiet 
reign supreme here, and both the whites 
and blacks thave gone to work, and but 
for the sensational newspaper reports 
nothing would occur to disturb us. 

The negro excursion referred to is eched- 
uled to leave Atlanta Saturday night over 
the Atlanta and West Point road, passing 
through Palmetto shortly after supper. 
That threats have been made by negroes 
who expect to go on the excursion is true, 
but there will be no armed men assembled 
in the town ready to meet them when they 
arrive. 

Mayor Arnold stated yesterday that if a 
single shot was fired, however, from the 
train it would be impossible to prevent the 
fire from being returned, and that fatal 
results would undoubtedly follow an out- 
break on the part of the negroes. 

The officials of the Atlanta and West 
Point road have notified Mayor Arnold that 
the excursion is to be run by private par- 
ties, and that the road has nothing to do 
with delaying the schedule. 

It is believed that should any retaliating 
steps be intended by the negroes who are 
to make up the excursion train they would 
not take care to notify the people of Pal- 
metto of them in advance. Mayor Arnold 
stated that the better class of people con- 
sidered the threats as wild and idle, but 
that he took it to be his duty to let the 
chief executive of the state Know of the 
facts at once,

The planting of a colony of negroes 
on Long Island is an event which is at- 
tracting- considerable attention at the 
north. The New York Herald has an 
editorial article on the experiment, in 
which an effort is made to account for 
the restlessness which is said to exist 
in the race at this time, and the editor 
gives it as his opinion that the race can 
work out its destiny in the south with 
better results than elsewhere. 

This has also been the opinion of The 
Constitution, but it all depends on the 
negroes themselves. It is easy to per- 
ecive the readiness with which our 
northern contemporaries give the cold 
shoulder to schemes which involve the 
settlement of any large body of negroes 
in that region. They can sympathize, 
they can criticise, they can give advice 
by the carload and in assorted lots, and 
they can settle the race problem with 
the greatest ease—at a distance: but 
when it comes to real contact with tha 
problem—its actual presence at their 
doors—they beg to be excused. They are 
so busy with their own affairs and have 
so much to look after—well, in short, 
the south is the place for the negro, the 
south comprises the area in which this 
problem should be settled. 

It would be impossible to find any 
fault with this attitude of our northern 
brethren if they were not so cock-sure 
of their understanding of the situation 
here, its demands, its limitations and 
its responsibilities. They certainly 
know enough of the problem, and so 
With one accord they say the south is 
the place for the negroes. Well, we 
accept that as the truth. The negro is 
here, and here the greater portion of the 
race will remain. This being so, what 
is to prevent the northern brethren 
from putting to a sudden and complete 
end that irritating officiousness which 
for thirty years and more has marked 
their attitude toward this whole ques- 
tion? 

We do not say that this attitude has 
any direct influence on the whites, but 
it gives to the negro politicians false 
ideas of the importance of their color, 
simply as color, and without regard to 
the merit of individuals. It keeps warm 
the hopes that the government is pledgea 
to look out for the negroes, and revives 
the ideas that were cultivated when 
every negro was to get forty acres anda 
mule if he supported the republican can- 
didates. Indeed, the whole republican 
scheme has been rife with evil. The 
individual has been lost sight of in color, 
and the race has been educated—so far 
as it has been educated at all—in the be- 
lief that race and color are everything 
and that the individual is nothing. 

Hence the claim among negro poli- 
ticians, both at the north and south, 
that the punishment of a negro criminal 
is an attack on the race; that charges 
against negroes are “trumped up” be- 
cause of their color. Owing to republic- 
an coddling—a process that has created 
all the trouble—the negro politicians 
have come to believe that the acquire- 
ments of the individual negro are of no 
account whatever. He may lack char- 
acter, he may, in fact, be a criminal, but 
if he is colored that fact entitles him to 
everything in sight. A white man may 
avoid one of his own race whose per- 
s0n or presence is not agreeable to 
him, but if he avoids a negro for pre- 
cisely the same reasons, at once a great 
hue and cry is raised; a great wrong 
has been done; the northern brethren 
tune up their tin whistles; and al] the 
philanthropists. look out at their win- 
dows to see if the firmament’ has not 
failen. 

it may be said of the negro politicians 
that they will come to their senses as 
soon as the republican editors come to 
theirs. Here, for instance, igs The 
New York Sun, informing the negro pol- 
iticians that life in the south is intoler- 
able for the negroes, and its cites the 
lynchings and the assassination of the 
negro postmaster in South Carolina. 

What is responsible for this state of 

things? There must be some reason 

for it outside of the natural order of 
things. As a’ matter of fact, the repub- 
lican party has violated the natural or- 
der of things in every movement it has 


made under pretense of improving the 
condition of the negroes. It enfran- 
chised ignorance and disfranchised intel- 
ligence in the south to begin with, and it 
has taught the negroes that the character 
and conduct of an individual are of no 
importance whatever if he is colored. 
The result has been that the repub- 
lican party is primarily responsible for 
prejudices that had no existence until 
its politicians called them into life, and 
is responsible for all the trouble between 
the races. The assassination of the 
negro postmaster and his family was a 
most horrible affair; but was not the 
appointment of an obnoxious person 


| primarily responsible for that outrage? 


Does the republican party appoint ne- 


groes ag postmasters in the north? Does 
| it violate 


the natural order where it 
can be called into account? And why 
should the pot call the kettle black? Was 
not the murder of negroes at Pana, III1., 
under the direct authority of a repub- 
lican governor, as horrible an outrage 
as has ever occurred in the.south? Is 
there not a law on the statute book 
which makes it mandatory on the pre3- 


ident to protect citizens of one slate 


who go into another state on a peace 
able mission? 

We are well aware that such citations 
do not touch the morality of the events, 
but The New York Sun denounces the 
civilization of the south because of 
lvnehings, and appeals once more to 
the cupidity of the negro politicians vy 
its specious arguments, Therefore 
say that such statements Hie ill in ths 
mouths of men who know that the aoita- 
ern people are as quick to lynch and 
queker to murder negroes than the pev- 
ple of the south. In the whole history 
of this section we have never heard of 
the murder of a negro because he Wasa 
seeking honest employment. If The 
Sun will denounce the civilization of the 
whole country, well and good; w? shall 
have no words with it on that aecount. 

And, indeed, what it says about civil- 
ization at the south {fs of small moment, 
comparable to the ill effects which such 
sweeping diatribes will have on the 
class of negro politicians, north and 
south. who are busy fomenting trouble 
and strife—is of no moment at all com- 
pared to the necessity of promoting 
peace and law and order at the south.

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As to Platforms. 

The Washington Post, while not often 
a sinner in this respect, sometimes per- 
mits its logic to run to riot and dis- 
order. Our contemporary has been en- 
gaged lately in discussing democratic 
prospects, and, incidentally, the tests of 
democracy. It has pursued this sub- 
ject gracefully and persistently, even 
more persistently in fact than it favored 
the free coinage of silver some time ago. 

The Post says that acceptance or in- 
dorsement of the Chicago platform is 
the true test of democracy. This is 
true, so true, indeed, that we are pained 
and surprised that so simple a matter 
should have to be reiterated every time 
one of the anti-democrats cries aloud 
for harmony. When pressed, he will 
admit that harmony, so far as he is con- 
cerned, is not available so jong as dem- 
ocratic principles remain what they are. 
What he wants is the kind of harmony 
that ll enable him to claim to be a 
democrat and still remain an anti-demo- 
crat: what he desires is that everybody 
else shall surrender their convictions 
and sacrifice their principles in order 
that he may perpetuate the delusion that 
he is a democrat. 

Well, The Post sees what the true test 
is and announces it, which would be wel) 
enough !f the matter were left there; 
but the editor, in order to out-Herod 
Herod, demands that the heads of all 
the prophets shall be brought in on the 
Chicago charger. He says, “Tried by 
the only true test, the latest authorized 
declaration of democratic falth and pol- 
icy, Mr. Cleveland and a million of men 
who voted for him in 1892 are not dem- 
ocrats.” This has all the ear marks of 
The Post’s humor except position; it is 
not in the humorous column. 

We refuse to entertain the informa- 
tion which The Post kind!y conveys to 
us. In fact, we send it back for revi- 
sion, accompanied with words of sympa- 
thy and condolence. We cannot con- 
sent. at this time of day, to be read 
out of the party even by so redoubtable 
a Free Companion as The Post. Demo- 
cratic platforms are not retroactive; 
they recognize the living vital issues of 
the time and propose their settlement 
by applying to them the solvent of 
democratic principles. The platform of 
1892 marks the last success of delegates 
from republican states in controlling 
democratic conventions. The demo- 
erats of the south and west supported 
that platform and the candidates, but 
when eastern control developed into 
Clevelandism, the end of the party's 
patience was reached. 

The people took the matter in hand 
in the democratic primaries in 1896, 
and settled the whole matter so far as 
the platform was concerned; so that 
when the party’s representatives as 
sembled at Chicago, they found their 
duty so clearly outlined that they coula 
not afford to ignore it. An overwhelm- 
ing majority of the very men who had 
voted for Cleveland four years previous- 
lv had taken occasion to serve notice 
on the politicians that they wanted a 
clear-cut declaration. And they got it.

A Muddled Republican Organ. 

Sunday chanced to be The Washing- 
ton Post’s day for patting the democrats 
on the back, and we have always ob- 
served that when this occasion rolls 
around our contemporary is more logi- 
cal and more fluent, and scores its points 
with greater brilliancy. In fine, the 
native vigor and raciness of Editor 
Weightman’s style are more apparent 
when he is dealing with the great truths 
that revolve around democracy than 
when he is engaged in advocating the 
flimsy, superficial and selfish doctrines 
which the republicans employ as a cloak 
and cover for their schemes of aggran- 
dizement. 

It seems that The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat took exceptions to a remark 
recently made by ex-Governor Stone, of 
Missouri, to the effect that “the men 
who voted for McKinley, or for Buck- 
ner and Palmer in 1896, are not demo- 
crats, and they are not entitled to ad- 
mission to the floor of the nationa] con- 
vention in 1900, for until a 
new platform is adopted, the old one 
stands as. the creed of the 
party.” Though this matter doesn’t 
concern The Globe-Democrat, which is 
a wild and gloomy republican organ, the 
editor takes up ex-Governor Stone’s re- 
mark, and proceeds to show, as he im- 
agines, how “Stone hits Stone.” He 
quotes from the platform of 1892 the 
financial straddle, and asserts that botn 
Stone and Bryan repudiated that ut- 


terance before the ink was dry, and | 


| came out for free coinage, and continued 


to repudiate it during the canvass. 

In commenting on this, The Post 
makes a very strong point, but the fact 
is that neither Governor Stone nor Mr. 
Bryan “repudiated” that plank of the 
platform or the platform itself. They 
criticised and explained it, as The Con- 
stitution did, and made all out of the 
straddle that circumstances warranted. 
At the request of Mr. Cleveland and 
the party managers, Mr. Bryan took the 
stump for Weaver in order to keep Ne- 
braska out of the democratic column, 
but ex-Governor Stone accepted the 
platform and worked hard for the par- 
ty’s success. Naturally, therefore, The 
Post inquires what parallel there is be- 
tween the attitude of Governor Stone, 
who supported the platform and the 
party candidates in 1892, and the men 
who repudiated both candidates and par- 
ty in 1896. 

The Post calls the attention of The 
Globe-Democrat to the fact that the 
only true test, the only safe and satis- 
factory test, of democracy is support of 
platform and candidates. There are 
plenty of gold men in the party who 
stood that test in 1896. They were 
opposed to the financial plank, but they 
supported their party and stood by its 
principles in spite of that plank. 

But those who supported McKinley or 
voted for Palmer and Buckner in 1896 
have no standing in the party. They have 
announced that they are not democrats 
by their action, and before they can be 
admitted as delegates to a national con- 
vention they will have to make a new 
record. They will have to show that 
they are really and truly democrats by 
accepting the party’s platform and sup- 
porting the party's candidates. It is the 
habit of the men who were unfaithful to 
their party to lift up their voices in 
complaint as if some one had done them 
a wrong. Well, they were masters of 
their own actions and they took their 
own course. ‘They are out of the party 
because they deliberately went out of it. 
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The Pure Food Question. 

The pending governmental investiga- 
tion of the articles of food and drink 
alleged to be adulterated will lead to 
at least a temporary reform. 

Already, it is said that Germany will 
rule out our beef. Nations and states 
wil] take the alarm, and traffic in food 
stuffs will be greatly hampered unless 
the situation improves. 

Individuals, too, will lose no time in 
discriminating against certain articles 
whieh they have reason to believe are 
adulterated. Some persons will be 
influenced to an unreasonable extent by 
their fears and prejudices, and they will 
be very unwelcome customers when they 
visit the markets and the groceries. 

This flurry over the food question is 
encouraging. It promises immediate 
reform. The greed of gain caused 
many unscrupulous persons to resort 
to the use of poisonous chemicals in the 
manufacture, preservation or preparation 
of certain things in the food and drink 
line. These persons will now see that 
the exposure of their methods wili drive 
away their trade and cause them to lose 
money. The same selfish motive which 
temnted. them to prepare unwholesome 
food for market will now induce them to 
rival one another in supplying the pub- 
lic with pure food. 

If this is too optimistic a view of the 
subject, the reader may comfort himself 
with the assurance that the government 


will make it so expensive and dangerous 


that the adulteration of food will prac- 
tically cease. Federal, state and munic- 
ipal authorities may be negligent in 
regard to some evils, but they will not 
remain idle when a common danger 
menaces all classes, and threatens health 
and life itself. 

The present crusade is bound to do 
good. or some years to come a de- 
cided improvement in the quality of our 
food and drink may be expected. 
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Delaware’s One Senator. 

The news comes from Delaware that 
one result of the sentence which has 
been imposed upon defaulting Cashier 
Boggs will be the dropping of the case 
against United States Senator Kenney. 
Senator Kenney has been charged with 
complicit¥, in some degrce, in the trans- 
actions of Cashier Boggs. and the latter 
has been the chief witness against the 
senator. Under the laws of Delaware, 
Boggs will be unavailable as a witness 
when once sent to the penitentiary, and 
that things should take that course 
seems agreeable to the men who have 
been fighting Senator Kenney so hard. 

There have been two trials of the case 
against Senator Kenney. Both have re- 
sulted in mistrials. In the course of 
these there was revealed a strong ten- 
dency to persecute, rather than prose- 
cute, the voung man whose chief crime 
Wag success in securing a seat in the 
United States senate. While on its face 
the case against the senator was based 
entirely on the word of Cashier Boggs 
and, as we understand it, involved the 
delicate question of the confidential re- 
lationship between attorney and client, 
it was evident to everybody who watched 
the trial that much of the prosecution 
had its inspiration in politics. 

In the terribly mixed state of affairs 
prevailing in Delaware politics, which, 
since the advent of Gas Addicks as a 
prominent factor, hag been just about as 
corrupt as politics anywhere ever gets 
to be, it seemed an absolute impossi- 
bility to secure a fair separation of the 
wheat of prosecution in the Kenney case 
from the chaff of persecution; and that 
the whole thing should be dropped is 
certainly better for the good repute of 
the state. Nobody who knows Senator 
Kenney could believe him guilty of the 
charges of fraud made against him. He 
is an able, honorable man, and although 
he has never-Made claim to greatness, 
he is making, and will continue to make, 
a valuable senator. For at least two 
years he will be the only representative 
of his state in the senate of the United 
States, and judged by his acts since he 
took his seat in that body, he will prove 
an excellent representative for his state.

EX-MINISTER SCRUGGS 
AND VENEZUELA’S CASE 


Bees, 

A recent syndicate article on the Vene- 
zuelan boundary dispute is so misleading 
that it has provoked unfavorable com- 
ment, 

A correspondent writing to The Consti- 
tution from Doylestown, Pa., refers briefly 
to the article in question and then says: 

“Tl happened to be in Washington four 
years ago and know something about that 
great international suit. 

“The Hon. William L. Scruggs, of At- 
lanta, Ga., was the person employed by 
the Venezuelan government, and he was 
the first to interview President Cleveland 
on the subject, and up to fifteen months 
ago no one else was employed in behalf 
of the Venezuelan government in the case. 

“Esx-President Harrison did not come in- 
to the case till fifteen months ago; he 
never studied the case, nor is he capable 
of doing so, as he is not a Spanish scholar. 
He has simply taken the hard work of 
one of your own Atlanta citizens who 
lived in Venezuela eight years as minister 
plenipotentiary of the United States to 
Colombia and to Venezuela. ; 

“After returning to his home the Ven- 
ezuelan government employed him as 
counsel in the suit against England, to 
work it up and represent them before the 
commissioners appointed by President 
Cleveland to determine the boundary. 

“This gentleman spent three years, giv- 
ing his entire time to the work, search- 
ing records, going to and fro to Caracas 
to consult with the ministry there. He 
being master of the old Dutch and Span- 
ish, as well as the modern languages, was 
able to translate and compile what even 
the learned Mr. Mallet Provost could not 
master, 

‘‘Mr. Scrugegs’s book (‘British Aggressions 
in Venezuela, or the Monroe Doctrine on 
Trial; Lord Salisbury’s Mistakes, Fallacies 
of the British “Blue Book’ on the Dts- 
puted Boundary’) is well worth reading, 
and if you would obtain it and also one 
of his printed briefs, I think you would feel 
like doing justice to one of your own cii- 
izens and not let a ‘Hoosier’ take the lau- 
rels that your state is so justly entitled tu. 

“General Harrison speaks of his ‘‘discov- 
ery of the de facto line of 1768. That is 
all in the brief of Mr. Scruggs, which he 
is using as his own.” 


The letter protests against the injustice 
done to Mr, Scruggs by the author of the 
syndicate article, and rebukes Mr. Harrl- 
son for wearing another's laurels, 

Among leading public men in America 
and other countries’ the matter is better 
understood than the Doylestown corre- 
spondent seems to think. In fact, the ser- 
vices rendered by Mr. Scruggs to Venezu- 
ela have been so valuable and distinguish- 
ed that it would not be possible for Mr. 
liarrison or any combination of politicians 
or newspapers to deprive him of the 
honors which are justly his due. 

AS a newspaper man, interested in such 
questions, the writer of this sketch has 
been somewhat familiar with the general 
facts of the Venezuelan case since the 
matter first began to attract attention In 
this country. 

Doubtless the story of Mr. Scruggs’s con- 
nection with it will be of interest, especial- 
ly at this time. 


Some years ago the Venezuelan govern- 
ment decided to employ a legal represen- 
tative at Washington to take charge of 
its interests in the famous boundary case, 
in which Great Britain is the opposing 
party. 

The statesmen of Venezuela knew Mr. 
Scruggs well. When he was United States 
minister to that republic and also to Co- 
lombia he made an international reputa- 
tion as an able, fearless and conscieutious 
diplomat. He liked the Spanish-Americans 
and respected them, and they in turn held 
him in high esteem. As an arbitrator in 
important cases he had given satisfaction 
to both sides. He was Known as a schol- 
ar, a statesman and a lawyer. Not only 
in North and South America, put in the 
capitals of Europe he was regarded as 
one of the most eminent diplomats of his 
time. 

Naturally Venezuela sought his services. 
Finally the ex-minister agreed to act as 
counsel for the Venezuelan government, 
investigate the boungary question, and pre- 
pare the case for presentation to the ar- 
bitrators. He did this with the express 
understanding that he was not to go to 
Paris to make the argument. At his sue- 
gestion ex-President Harrison was en- 
gaged to attend to this part of the work. 


Mr. Scruggs spent years examining and 
translating old recerds, and his brief of 
the boundary case was so full, so thorough 
and so satisfactory that Mr. Harrison glad- 
ly accepted it and adopted it as his own. 

This brief will be used by Mr. Harrison 
before the arbitration tribunal, which will 
convene in Paris June 15th. 

The tribunal will be composed of Chief 
Justice Fuller and Associate Justice Brew- 
er, of the United States supreme court; 
Lord Russell, chief justice of England, 
Sir Henry Collins, judge of the high court 
of judication, England, and M. de Maer- 
tins, professor of law in the University of 
St. Petersburg, Russia. 

The Venezuelan government at first 
urged Mr. Scruggs to deliver the argu- 
ment before the Paris tribunal, but he felt 
that the case would be perfectly safe in 
the hands of Mr. Harrison, and, there- 
fore, suggested that he be employed. 

The entire work in the case was done by 
Mr. Scruggs. Mr. Harrison simply uses his 
brief at Paris. 


These facts are widely known among 
diplomats, statesmen and journalists. 

It is also generally Known that Mr. 
Scruggs stands high as an authority in 
matters of international law, and that no 
living American is more familiar with 
Spanish-American countries and their con- 
ditions. 

Tle has, during the past twenty years, 
contributed ‘many notable articles to The 
North American Review, Magazine of 
American History, New York Independent 
and many other leading periodicals and 
newspapers in the United States and in 
England. 

He has now ready for publication a 
timely volume dealing with the Spanish- 
American countries, their climate, com- 
merce, industries, people and government. 
Interesting chapters are devoted to the 
Monroe doctrine; the history of the pres- 
ent Venezuelan arbitration case; inter- 
oceanic canals, and especially the proposed 
one across the isthmus. The book also 
discusses South American revolutions, 
tells- what they are and explains their 
causes. 

As a rule, these revolutions are the de- 
velopment or outcome of extreme demo- 
cratic ideas, borrowed from the French fol- 
lowers of Rousseau and his school. These 
ideas in the hot-blooded Spanish-American 
republics make riots, insurrections and 
revolutions frequent and easy. Parties, 
factions, small eogmmunities and even tin- 
dividuals resume their “original sover- 
eignty’’ upon slight provocation, and the 
disturbance is generally called a revo- 
lution, though it may be less serious than 
one of our labor strikes. 


Mr. Scruggs goes next week to Lake 
Mohonk to attend the international arbi- 
tration conference. He has accepted an 


invitation to deliver an address before that 


body upon the history of international ar- - 


bitration and his thorough acquaintance 
with the subject and his well-known abil- 
ity make it safe to promise a discourse of 


“exceptional interest and value. 


This distinguished diplomat is not likely 
to suffer much injustice from his contem- 
poraries or from posterity. He has wona 
high and an honorable place in the an- 
nals of American history, and sooner or 
later he will receive the full credit for his 
splendid work. It is impossible for others, 
inspired by selfish motives, to keep such 
a man in the background.

“I do believe in the fullest and freest 
expression of the people as to their pref- 
erences,’’ said Senator Daniel, ‘‘but I do 
not believe that the way to get that is in 
a general election.

Canon 83 reads as follows: 

“No clergyman shall be called as perma- 
nent rector of any parish in this diocese 
until he shall have first been nominated by 
the vestry of the parish, and the nomina-: 
tion approved by the episcopal authority 
of the diocese. The nomination and ap- 
proval shall be in writing and shall be ce- 
corded on tke minutes of the vestry before 
the call is made.” 

Canon 29. the new one, is as follows: 

“No minister shall be called as rector of 
any parish in this diocese without previous 
conference between the vestry of the parish 
and the ecclesiastical authority of the dio- 
cese in reference to his fitness.’’ 

Z. D. Harrison, chairman of the commit- 


tee on revision of the canons, made an ar- 


gument in support of the substitution of 29 
for 33. 

It was evident that the controversy was 
to be ardent and prolonged. The conven- 
tion was about evenly divided and the ques- 
tion was whether or not the bishop should 
have as much power as he now possesses. 

There were two distinct factions in the 
convention, and one faction was against 
delegating to the bishop any more power 
than was absolutely necessary, and the 
other faction was for givine the bishop 
enough, at least, to make thim the head of 
the church in Georgia. 

The adoption or the rejection of canon 29 
means a great deal to the Episcopal saat

The warmest May that Atlanta has ever 
Seen was in 1896, when the mean for the 
month was 75 and up to the l7th of this 
month the mean was 75.4. Last 
was the highest point reached ‘by the mer- 
cury up to the 18th of the month, but this 
year 91 has been reached twice already. 

Last May was the most remarkable May 
Atlanta has ever had. The warmest May 
weather ever recorded was reached last 
May, when the mercury reached 94 during 
the first part of the month. During the 
last of the month the mercury took a 
down shot and the coldest May weather 
ever recorded was reached, which was 38. 
So far this month has been remarkable 
Only for its heat. The mercury has been 
on an average of & degrees each day higher 
than the normal for twenty-one years, and 
if it keeps up this rate this ‘May will be 
the warmest one on record. But Chief 
Manbury gives out some encouragement in 
the statement that he has noticed that 
there is always one cool spel] during May. 
Chief Marbury says this is a peculiarity 
of May all over the country, and while

The Constitution's puzzle picture, under 
the caption of “Find the Justice of This,” 
which called attention in a striking man- 
'ner to the inconsistency of Atlanta’s Sun- 
day laws regulating the sale of cigars and 
fruit, was the subject of no little comment 
yesterday. | 
Brietly, the question which {fs brought 
‘out in this is, is it any more harmful to 
sell on Sur fruit, which physicians 

healthful and 
absolutely 


acknowledge . be 


in many § instances, neces- 


sary in the case of sickness, than it is to 


a 


sell cigars, which are under no circum- 
stances necessary to a man’s physical 
welfare, the evil effects of which, on the 
other hand, are generally admitted by 
physicians and laymen as well? 

As the situation in Atlanta now stands, 
‘a person can buy all the cigars on Sun- 
iday that he may want, but he cannot 
purchase a bunch of grapes, a temon or 
other fruit for a sick child for love or 
money. 

Opinions on this subject from a num- 
ber of leading citizens were obtained by 
The Constitution Nearly all 
of them opposed the present law as not 
‘only unjust, but foolish. 

Councilman Nim McCollough went so 
far as to say that he intended introduc- 
ing an ordinance at the next meeting of 
council which would remedy the present 
situation. This ordinance, he thinks, will 
be passed without difficulty. 


What Prominent Men Say. 

CAPTAIN J. W. ENGLISH: I believe 
that both cigars and fruit should be sold 
on Sunday. The present law itmilitates 
against the laboring cli:@s, whose only 
leisure time is on Sunday; for this rea- 
son I think it unjust. Fruit is a whole- 
some article of diet and I can see no 
harm in selling it on Sunday—certainly 
none if the sale of cigars is allowed. The 
law does the fruit dealer a two-fold in- 
jury. The fruit that remains in his store 
unsold over Sunday is apt to decay and 
become a dead loss. 3 

W. L. PEEL: I see no reason why fruit 
should not be sold. In fact, I favor 
a more liberal Sunday law along gener- 
al lines. In northern cities, and even 
in Macon, Savannah, Augusta and other 
cities of the south, you can not only buy 
fruit and other articles, but can get 
shaved as well. I think that such a 
policy would benefit Atlanta. 

CLARENCE KNOWLES: Yes, I think 
that the law should be so amended ‘that 
fruit can be sold. There are too many 
such laws which operate almost exclu- 
sively against the laboring class whose 
only time for recreation is Sunday. 

H. C. STOCKDELL: I believe that all 
articles of consumption, except liquor, 

should be sold wide open on Sunday. 
You can’t quote me too strongly on that 
subject. 

OSCAR PAPPENHEIMER: J favor a 
more liberal Sunday; and I most assur- 
edly see no reason why fruit should not- 
be sold on Sunday. 

E. H. THORNTON: I don’t see what pos- 
Bible harm could come from the sale of 
fruit on Sunday. 

DAN RICH: Yes, I think the present law 
unjust. The working classes should be 
allowed to buy certain articles on Sun- 

_day, such as fruit. 

DR. JOSEPH JACOBS: I favor a more 
Hberal law along all lines. As the pres- 
ent law stands, I see no justice in the 
discrimination in favor of drug stores. 
One drug store could fill all the pre- 
Bcriptions that are actually necessary on 
Sunday. I certainly see no harm in sell- 
ing fruit on Sunday. 

Cc A. COLLIER: The present law is; I 
think, ridiculous. I don’t see how any- 
body could possibly be hurt by the sale 
of fruit on Sunday. 

JOSEPH THOMPSON: I think that both 
cigars and fruit should be sold on Sun- 
day. 

CHARLES O. TYNER: Fruit is absolutely 
essential in certain kinds of sickness, and 
I most assuredly think the present law 
unjust. Last Sunday a gentieman call- 
ed at my store and asked me if J woud 
sell him some lemons. His child was 
sick with fever and the do¢ttor had pre- 
scribed them. I told him that the law 
Would not allow me to sell them, but 
I would gladly give them to him, Suca 
instances are by no means rare. 

COUNCILMAN NIM McCULLOUGH: The 
law as it now stands is not only unjust 
to the public, but the dealers as well. | 
intend to introduce an ordinance looking 
to the repeal of the present law at the 
next meeting of council, and I think it 
Will pass. 

COUNCILMAN W. 8. THOMSON: j;I 
think I stated my position on Sunday 
Sales clearly last Monday afternoon. IL 
am opposed to any traffic on the Sab- 
bath. J think there is more reason why 
fruit should be -sold on the Sabbath, 
however, than tobaceo and cigars.

J. M. Brophey in the central character 
or John Van Buren was excellent. His 
conception of the part was strong and dig- 
nified and his acting was full of quiet force. 
Gertrude Magill as Ann Cruger also de- 
serves much praise. She is a handsome 
young woman, with a fine stage presence.

PLACED ON TRIAL 


Alleged Confederate of George 
Dice Before U.S, Court 


CAUGHT DURING EXPOSITION 


Box Containing $9,000 In Bad Money 
Traced te Keener 


EVIDENCE WAS HEARD YESTERDAY 


George Dice, Believed To Be Keener’s 
Pal, Is Serving a Term of Eight 
Years in the Federal Prison 
at Columbus, 0., for 
Counterfeiting. 


he United States court yesterday morn- 
ing took up the case of the United States 
against John A. Keener, accused of having 
in his possession counterfeit money. Keener 
is the man who was arrested here during 
the exposition and accused of being a con- 
federate of George Dice, who is now serv- 
ing an eight-year sentence in the Columbus, 
O., penitentiary. 

Jt was during the exposition in Decem- 
ber, 1895, that Keener, who was at that 
time running a bicycllie business in the 
Equitable building, was arrested as an ac- 
complice of Dice. Dice had. been traced all 
over the country by the United States secret 
service officers, and they were close on his 
trail here during the exposition. He dis- 
covered that they were after him, and left 
here hurriedly, leaving with Keener a box 
containing something over $9,000 in bad 
money. 

Keener afterwards shipped the box to 
Dice under an assumed name in Kansas 
City, and it was discovered that he had 
shipped the money. He was arrested, and 
on his person were found nine ten-dollar 
counterfeit bills. Keener claimed that he 
did not know what was in the box, and that 
he had made no attempt to pass any of the 
bills. 

Dice was tried_here in December, 1899, 
and found guilty and sentenced to eight 
years in the penitentiary. The case against 
Keener has been standing for some time, 
and he has been out on bond. His case 
should have been tried the first of this term 
of court, but as he was not here, his bond 
was forfeited. It was discovered, however, 
that he was in jail in Illinois at the time on 
a state charge, and as he was here for trial 
yesterday, the forfeiture was canceled. 

It was thought that Dice would be here 
yesterday to testify in the Keener case, but 
he did not put in an appearance, and it was 
found that he would not be brought here 
unless Keener paid all the expenses. 
Keener is here alone, without friends or 
money, but he succeeded in raising the $100 
asked for as expenses. He thought Dice 
would be brought, but yesterday the au- 
thorities in Columbus wired that it would 
take $370 to defray the expenses of the trip, 
so it was decided that Dice could not be 
brought. Keener was very anxious to have 
Dice here, as he says that Dice will swear 
that he imposed on him, and that he (Keen- 
er) did not know that he was shipping bad 
money to Dice. 

The first witness on the stand yesterday 
morning was Captain Forsyth, of the gov- 
ernment secret service. Captain Forsyth 
is the man who arrested Keener, and he 
told all the cireumstances of the arrest. 
He found on Keener’s person nine ten-dollar 
counterfeit bills and a letter addressed to 
one William Graham, Paola, Kan. Captain 
Forsyth testified that Keener did not try 
to hide anything, but expressed a desire to 
help catch Dice and have him brought to 
justice, He said that Keener said at the 
time that Dice had imposed on him, and 
that he did not knowingly assist him in do- 
ing anything wrong. 

Mr. Burns, of the secret service, who 
arrested Dice.in Kansas City, told of the 
arrest and finding bad money in Dice's 
possession. He also found letters and a 
receipt for the package expressed by Keener 
from this city. 

Charles Ryan was introduced as an expert 
in handwriting to show that the letter found 
on Dice and the letter found on Keener 
were written by the same person. 

These were the only witnesses for the 
government, and Keener then made his 
statement... Keener will not introduce any 
Witnesses or testimony further than his 
own statement, which seems to be a rather 
straight one. 

Keener stated that h@ had known Dice 
about ten years ago, when they worked to- 
gether in Kansas City. He said that-he had 
not seen him from that time until the ex- 
position, when they met on the street and 
recognized each other. He asked Dice to 
come to his place of business in the 
Iiquitable, and see him during his stay in 
the city. Keener did not see anything more 
of Dice until one day he came into his shop 
and told Keener that he had to leave the 
city hurriedly, and wanted to leave a box 
with him. Keener says that he did not 
know what was in the box, and readily con- 
sented to Keep it for Dice. Dice also gave 
Keener a sealed envelope and asked him 
to destroy it without looking at the con- 
tents. Keener put the envelope away and did 
not look at it any more for about a week. 
When he found it he opened it and saw the 
nine countefeit bills. Inf the meantime he 
had received a letter from Dice, mailed in 
Memphis, asking that the box be shipped to 
his address in Kansas City. When Keener 
found that the envelope contained counter- 
feit money he imagined that the box he had 
shipped contained the same, and he says 
that he was very much worried about it. 
He thought of telling the officers, but he did 
ho know any one here, and was afraid he 
would be accused of being an accomplice. 
While he was debating what to do, the 
officers arrested him and found the money 
in his possession. He disclaimed any know!l- 
edge of the contents of the box at the time 
that he shipped it, and declares that all 
his trouble came about through his efforts 
to do an old acquaintance a favor,

A razor, it was shown by the evidence, 
was found on the dead woman. Carroll 
alleged that the woman was in a threaten- 
ing attitude toward him when ne fired, but 
this part of the evidence was not strong 
enough to show that the crime was justi- 
fiable. 

Mr. Brutus opened the argument for the 
defense, and made a strong argument for 
the life of his client. Mr. Howard followed 
with an able argument.... 

Judge Candler charged the jury in a few 
minutes, and it was out about fifteen min- 
utes when the verdict was announced. 

Judge Candler sentenced Carroll almost 
immediately to hang on June Sth. He will 
be the third victim of the gallows at the 
Tower. 

The case was considered a strong one 
against Carroll, and it is not probable that 
an effort will be made to save the prisoner's 
life. His attorneys stated before sentence 
was pronounced that every particle of evi- 
dence that might be of service to the con- 
demned man was hunted up and used in the 
trial, and they asked the court to give the 
prisoner as much time as possible. 

Albert Thomas on Trial. 

Albert Thomas, a negro well known in the 
city as a horse trader, was arraigned be- 
fore the court yesterday afternoon for a 
crooked transaction he is alleged to have 
had with Dr. Julien Thomas concerning a 
horse, bugey and harness, 

Considerable testimony was presented to 
show that Albert Thomas and Dr. Thomas 
had been quite intimate in certain horse 
trades, all of which was denied by the 
prosecutor, and upon which the witnesses 
disagreed. 

At the conclusion of presenting testimony 
yesterday afternoon, the court adjourned 
until this morning, when the argument will 
be taken up and the case completed. This 
will finish the term of the court, and Judge 
Candler will adjourn it until the third 
Monday in June,

The fifth annual session of the Georgia 
county school commissioners closed yester- 
day morning, and the representatives of the 
common schools of the state left the city, 
with the satisfaction of knowing that the 
convention had been the most practical and 
valuable of any ever held. Before adjourn- 


ing, the commissioners took occasion in a 
resolution unanimously passed of indorsing 
the administration of the educational de- 


partment, and paying a compliment to the 
able and successful management of Btate 
Commissioner Glenn, 

The last meeting of the delegates was one 
full of interest and instruction for the 
county commissioners, and each of the 
papers on technical lines was paid the best 
of attention. It was noticeable that the 
members of the cenvention, with scarcely 
any exceptions, remained in fhe city to the 
last, and the final session yesterday mornh- 
ing was as well attended as any during the 
two previous days. 

The distinet feature of the session was a 
paper by Commissioner W. R. Power, of 
Cobb county, on “‘Nature Studies.’’ At the 
conclusion of the article, which was of an 
unusually attractive nature, the convention 
passed unanimously a resolution indorsing 
the words of Commissioner Power and pro- 
viding for the printing of his paper for the 
use of the delegates. 

The next paper read to the delegates was 
that of George Napier, president of the 
board of education of Monroe, on the “‘Qual- 
ifications for Members of County Boards.” 
Addresses were also made during the morn- 
ing by Commissioner R. A. Clayton, of 
Bartow, and J. N. Rodgers, of Washington 
county, both of which were well received. 

Resolutions were passed thanking the 
press and people of Atlanta for thelr cour- 


tesy and attention during the convention, 
and, on motion, the commissioners ad- 
journed. 


The delegates were invited at the close of

the session by Mrs. Lindsay Johnson, 
Rome, to a reception prepared in thelr 
honor in the library of Atlanta, where a 


number of the most prominent ladies of the 
city interested in educational and industrial 
work were assembled. 

The reception was one of the most pleasant 
features attendant upon the convention, and 
for an hour the commissioners remained in 
the library, where they were entertained. 

Commissioner Glenn expressed himself 
gratified at the excellent results of the con- 
vention, declaring the session was, on the 
whole, the most practical and valuable to 
the schools of the state of any held in recent 
years.

RICE AND GREENE FIGHT IT 


Claimed That It Would Be Impossible 
To Enforce Law as Framed. 


MAY@R WOODWARD IS AGAINST THE BOGS 


Measure Will Go to Him for Action 
Today—Fifty Cents Each for 
Tagless Dogs. 


The aldermanic board met in regular 
session at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon, and ccneurred in all of the import- 
ant papers passed by the general council 
Monday afternoon. 

There was some discussion on the dog 
ordinance, which, if signed by Mayor Wood- 
word, wili go into effect the Ist of the 
month. Four hundred dollars was appro 
priated tor paying the expenses of the dog 
crusade, and Alderman Mayson’s ordinance 
will merely put in force the old dog ordi- 
nance that has been cn the municipal stat- 
ute books for some time. 

Alderman Rice and City Clerk Greene 
made a vigorous fight on the Measure, Mr. 
Rice stated the ordinance was old, out of 
date, and that it could not be enforced. 
Mr. Greene made the same statements, ad- 
vocaling an entirely new ordinance better 
Suited to present conditions in the city. 
The board could not see it that way, how- 
ever, and concurred in the action of coun- 
cil. 

Mayor Woodward is heartily in favor of 
the Cog crusade, but as to whether he will 
sign this particular ordinance remains to 
be eeen. it provides that policemen must 
catch stray dogs, lock them in the calla- 


bouse, and {if they are not called for in 
twenty-four hours after incarceration to 
executc them. Any person catching a dog 


miay receive 50 cents for the same by pre- 
Scnting it to the elty clerk. . 

There is no Hmit to the number of dogs 
to be captured and paid for. A man might 
scour the surrounding country for dogs, 
it is claimed, and do an immense business 
by receiving 50 cents apiece for them from 


the city clerk. It looks, therefore, as if 
the future existence of City Clerk Greene 
Will be a burden. 


Doers having tags around their necKs are 
not umenable to the law. They may be se- 
cured trom the city clerk at $1.25 each, The 
dog and owner will be registered at the 
city clerk's office, and dogs wearing these 
ofi:cial tugs will not be executed. 

Although the ordinance does not pre- 
scribe a dog wagon, the aldermen thought 
yesterday that the clerk could employ one 
if he deemed best. It ig probable he will if 
the ordinarce becomes a law. Al) the city 
officials agree that there are too many 
dogs in Atlanta, but some doubt the pro- 
priety of the disposition of them as out- 
lined in the Mayson measure. The alder- 
manic papers will go to the mayor tomor- 
TOW. 

Council’s Action Sustained. 

The action of council in passing three 
street improvement resolutions. over the 
mayor's veto was concurred in by the al- 
dermen. The work will be done on Ormond, 
Richardson and Linden gtreets.

THE DEFENSE “CLAIMED JUSTIFICATION 


Albert Thomas Is Placed on Trial for 
Being in Trouble About Another 
Horse Trade.

charged with the murder of 
was convieted in the Ful- 


ton criminal court yesterday morning and 
sentenced by Judge Candler to be hanged 
in the Tower on June Sth. The trial re- 


quired but a few hours. 


Carroll committed the crime about a week 


ago. He is sentenced to hang early in June, 
which will make the commission of the 
crime, conviction and execution all tome 


within a month’s time. 

Carroll was represented by J. Clay Brutus 
and W. 8S. Howard. He claimed that he 
killed the womgn, but said that he did so 
in self-defense. He stated that the woman 


i CARROLL, 
Sentenced To Tiang for the Killing of Josie 
Alex: ande r, Colored, 
was advancing on him with a razor when 


he fired, and that if he had not have killed 
her, she might have killed him. 

There were a large number of witnesses 
for both sides, and they were closely ex- 
amined by the solicitor and attorneys. 

It was shown in the evidence that Carroll 


and the husband of the murdered woman 
became engaged in a quarrel at Collins’s 
brickyard. Josie Alexander walked near to 
where the men were and asked what was 
the matter. Joe Carroll told her that if she 
would come to him he would tell her. The 
evidence showed that nearer and 
Carroll fired. One shot passed through the 
head and another through the heart. 
The husband testified that Carroll follow- 
ed his wife up a hill a considerable distance, 
and when she turned he shot her. 

A razor, it was shown by the 
was found on the dead woman. Carroll 
alleged that the woman was in a threaten- 
ing attitude toward him when he fired, but 
this part of the evidence was not strong 
enough to show that the crime was justi- 
fiable. 

Mr. Brutus opened the argument for the 
defense, and made a strong argument for 
the life of his client. Mr. Howard followed

with an able argument.... 
Judge Candler charged the jury in a few 
minutes, and it was out about fifteen min- 


utes when the verdict was announced. 

Judge Candler sentenced Carroll almost 
immediately to hang on June Sth. He will 
be the third victim of the gallows at the 
Tower. 
The case was considered a strong one 
against Carroll, and it is not probable that 
an effort will be made to save the prisoner's 
life. His attorneys stated before sentence 
was pronounced that every particle of evi- 
dence that might be of service to the con- 
demned man was hunted up and used in the 
trial, and they asked the court to give the 
prisoner as much time as possible.

city as a horse trader, was arraigned be-

The fifth annual session of the Georgia 
county school commissioners closed yester- 
day morning, and the representatives of the 
common schools of the state left the city, 
with the satisfaction of knowing that the 
convention had been the most practical and 
valuable of any ever held. Before adjourn- 
ing, the commissioners took occasion in a 
resolution unanimously passed of indorsing 
the administration of the educational de- 
partment, and paying a compliment to the 
able and successful management of State 
Commissioner Glenn. 

The last meeting of the delegates was one 
full of interest and instruction for the 
county commissioners, and each of the 
papers on technical lines was paid the best 
of attention. It was noticeable that the 
members of the cenvention, with scarcely 
any exceptions, remained in fhe city to the 
last, and the final session yesterday morn- 
ing was as well attended as any during the 
two previous days. 

The distinct feature of the session was a 
paper by Commissioner W. R. Power, of 
Cobb county, on ‘‘Nature Studies.’’ At the 
conclusion of the article, which was of an 
unusually attractive nature, the convention 
passed unanimously a resolution indorsing 
the words of Commissioner Power and pro- 
viding for the printing of his paper for the 
use of the delegates. 

The next paper read to the delegates was 
that of George Napier, president of the 
board of education of Monroe, on the ‘“Qual- 
ifications for Members of County Boards.” 
Addresses were also made during the morn- 
ing by Commissioner R. A, Clayton, of 
Bartow, and J. N. Rodgers, of Washington 
county, both of which were well received. 

Resolutions were passed thanking the 
and people of Atlanta for their cour- 
tesy and attention during the convention, 
and, on motion, the commissioners ad- 
journed.
